Allowable Subject Matter 


1. Claims 1, 4-14, 17-22, 25-30, 33-35, 37, 39, 41-53, 55-61, 63-84 are allowed. 


2. The reply filed on 2/8/02 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the 
following omission(s) or matter(s): there are no reasons given why claims 85-89 are allowable 
over the prior art of record. Furthermore, Applicant argues that Gotoh et al. is not a prior art 
document, but fails to provide certified English language translations of the foreign priority 
documents. These translations are necessary to overcome the date of Gotoh et al. See 37 CFR 
1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1)
